The clashes between the heavily- 
armed British raiders, supported by 
the Royal 
Air Force, and 
their 
Nazi foemen appear to herald a 
farflung 
guerrilla

harass German coastal bases and 
obtain information on preparations 
for the invasion of Britain. 


Strategic Position Cited

hinted at this in commenting on 
the strategic position of the Ger­ 
mans in light of the raids—the Ger­ 
man burden of patroling and plac­ 
ing thousands of men on the Euro­ 
pean shores, from Norway to the 
Spanish coast “ to ward off the risk 
of raids made possible by dominant 
British sea power.” 
British observers said

Four Civilians Killed

civilians killed and six wounded. 
Nazi warplanes attacked between 
midnight and dawn for the fifth 
time in eight days, raining bombs 
from the south coast of England to 
Scotland.

Tiny Specks Now Regarded 


As Potential ‘Lifelines’ 


Of American Trade 


By M O R G A N M. B E A T T Y

WASHINGTON. June 26—While 
most military eyes are focused on 
Europe, many naval strategists are 
turning toward several tiny specks 
In the Pacific—potential lifelines 
of American commerce. 
Up to now these specks have 
been in France’s hands. 
They 
are 
the Marquesas, the 
Tubuai, Tuamotu. and the Society 
Islands In the South seas. That 
South 
sea 
paradise, 
Tahiti, 
is 
among them. 
Of course there are French pos­ 
sessions closer to our shores than 
these Pacific islands. But naval 
and congressional students have 
indicated they do not feel the Euro­ 
pean possessions in the Guianas and 
the Caribbean area should tempt 
Herr Hitler to open occupation im­ 
mediately. They are too close to 
the American mainland. 
But what about the French pos­ 
sessions in the South seas?. 
Strategic Stepping Stones 
Save for Hawaii, these islands 
are the most strategic of all step­ 
ping stones in the Pacific, either 
for a navy hostile to our own or 
our own navy counting <>n hostile 
forces lying athwart our path to 
rubber and tin. and to the Philip­ 
pines In the far east. 
Thesp islands provide a southern 
supply line for our fleet guarding 
commerce or fighting to keep com­ 
mercial routes open and a line

Our present direct lines from 
Hawaii to the far east lie in the 
path of great Japanese mandated 
territory of the western Pacific, 
the Marshall and Caroline islands. 
The French islands also provide 
a new strategic leg to our main de­ 
fense line from the Aleutians, to 
Hawaii and Panama. 
It must be remembered that In 
case of trouble, our navy would be 
supplied with strategic materials 
from the great industrial triangle 
of the eastern United States, via 
the Panama canal. With the canal 
as a supply base. the navy is con­ 
fronted 
with 
almost 
insuperable 
distances to supply a fleet oper­ 
ating in the Pacific, regardless of 
what stepping stones are used. 
Committees Think About Islands 
Hawaii now is the first stepping 
stone and the direct line to the 
far east begins there. For example, 
from Panama, the route to Manila 
via Honolulu stretches 9.538 miles. 
With the Marquesas as the first 
link in the supply chain, instead of 
Hawaii, the southern route to th© 
far east is 9.800 miles long. a dif­ 
ference of only 20rt-odd miles.
